The reply filed on 8/26/2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following matters: an election of one 
species in "Species Group II" is required. In the response filed 8/26/2005, applicant elected three species from "Species Group II": 
linear and cyclic dextrins, gelatin, and arginine. The election of a species in "Species Group II" was clearly stated as "Applicant is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species" and thus only one of the three recited species was to be elected. 
Applicant is advised to elect only one species from "Species Group II" (i.e., any one of the species recited in instant claims 21, 23, and 
26--claims 79 and 92 were canceled).
